OPINION IN THE SENATE IS 


IN THE SCHLEY CASE. 


It is INot LJkely That a Congressional Investigation ^Vill 


be Held—What the Congressmen Have to Say. 


WASHINGTON-, Dec. 14.—The Secre- 


tary of the Navy has before liim for 
review the report of the Court of In- 
quiry' in the Sohley case. He is nat- 
urally taking- time to do this carefully, 
so 
that immediate action is not ex- 


pected. Meanwhile the court is tech- 
nically in session and will (remain so 
until dissolved by order of Secretary 
Long-, -who convened it. The practice 
in such cases is laid down specifically 
Naval Regulation No. 1,739, respecting 
courts of inquiiry. The question 
has 


been raised since the appearance o-f 
two reports in print, how far Admiral 
Dewey, 
-the President of tlfa Court, 


.subscribed to the opinion expressed in 
the first report and in Che findings by 
appending- 
his signature, that signa- 


ture toeing required of -him apparently 
by 
the 
regulation -above a-lluded to, 


regardless of his individual opinion. In 
response to inquiry on this point, the 
Judge Advocate General of the Navy 
says:

Opinion in the Senate is divided as to 


the probability of a Congressional investi- 
gation of the Schley controversy, but is 
on the whole against the probability of 
such a course. A majority of the Repub- 
licans appear to be adverse to the re- 
opening of. the question, and those hold- 
ing this view include friends of Admiral 
Schley. Senator Hoar expressed himself 
as content to abide by the opinion of Ad- 
miral Dewey because of his superior fa- 
llitles for reaching a correct conclusion, 
and Senator. Mason took a similar posi- 


tion, adding that the opinion of the Ad- 
miral of the Navy would be accepted as 
the verdict of the country, regardless of 
what conclusion other members of the 
court might have reached. Senator Hale 
thought there would be and should be no 
further investigation. He is chairman of 


j the Committee on Naval Affairs and said 


I he would use whatever influence he might 
, possess against further inquiry, ns detri- 
mental to the best interests of the navy. 
Senator Cullum declared that further in- 
quiry would be useless. Democratic Sc-n- 
ators generally seemed to wait upon the 
expression ot" opinion by the friends of 
Admiral Schley. 


Senator Martin said that while he did 


not feel called upon to present a declara- 
tion, he thought that Congress should 
adopt a joint resolution stating its confi- 
dence in the Admiral. Senator Bacon said 
he would be glad to vote for a resolution 
declaring Admiral Dewey's position to De 
the correct one.

MRS. HERMAN BERNETT TAKES 


A DOSE OF CARBOLIC ACID 


Mrs. 
Herman Bernett 
took halt the 


contents of a four-ounce phial o£ carbolic 
acid last night at her home on Vernal 
street, near Oakland avenue, and expired 
sometime between the hours of 7 o'clock 
last night and 9 o'clock this morning. 
The circumstances support the theory 
that the draught was taken intentionally. 


The woman was found dead, lying- face 


downward on the bed, at 9 o'clock this 
morning, by her husband. He says that 


, wife, sometime during the night, must 


have awakened and attempted to take a 
nerve tonic left by Dr. Legault, and by 
mistake nicked up the four-ounce bottle 
of carbolic acid, which was the same size 
as the bottle of medicine. In the dark- 
ness she swallowed the fatal draught, ho 
believes, and expired almost immediately. 


The husband says that his wife had 


been in good health up to the birth o£ her 
child three weeks agro. 
Since then sho 


has been under medical treatment, but 
was gradually recovering her strength. 
Last night, he states, lie took the baby 
and slept in another part of the house to 
allow his wife an uninterrupted night's 
rest. 
The husband says that he heard noth- 


ing unusual during the night to -indicate 
his wife was in1'great pain or distress 
from the coison. 


It is pointed out that tlie nerve medi- 


cine was to be taken in small quantities, 
and that the dead woman would not have 
swallowed half of it at one time. It is 
further pointed out that it is not likely 
that two ounces of carbolic acid could be 
swallowed without discovering the nature 
of the drug, and that if the act was not 
premeditated, 
the 
victim would have 


made some effort to rid herself of the 
poison by informing her husband of what 
transpired. 


Mrs. 
Bernett was formerly a Miss "Wil- 


son of this city. She had been married 
two years. She was a native of Indiana 
and 20 years old.

Riohajrd G-orman is the nominal appli- 


cant for the license. 
He is .a clerk in 


th'e employ of Austin O'Brien, who is 
running a grocery store in the name of 
his wife, Lucy O'Brien. A man named 
Walsh run-s the other grocery store ami 
sa.ldon. 
Until recently O'Brien was his 


partner, but sold out to Walsh, signing 
'articles not to resume in the grocery and 
saloon business 
in Oakland. 
He has, 


however, opened a grocery store in the 
name o£ his wife. Gorman, Ms clerk, has 
applied for a saloon license on the same 
premises. 


T'he resiiden'ts of .the locality made no 
particular abjec/tiion to graniting a license 
for one saloon, but they are utterly op- 
posed to tihe eabaJblishmen-t of any mtjru. 
They say .the retail liquor business is not 
desirable in such immediate vicinity to 
homes, and -chait one, and t'luiit one saloou 
meats a'll requirements. 
They dp not 
wish to shut out the business there en- 
tirely, but do desire to restrict it aa much 
as possible and restrain it within neces- 
sary Urn-its. 
Jt is charged that Gorman is simply a 


figurehead for O'Brien and that the lat- 
ter sold out with the intention of starting 
a new saloon, the residents taking the 
view that the grocery store was set up as 
a mere preliminary and cover for the sa- 
loon business. 
It Is also alleged that Gorman Is trying 
to get a license by false pretenses.

work. She came here a few years ago 
fiom Chic.-igo, and engage.! in tho work 
in a private capacity, and it is largely 
her presence in our iriclst which made 
I-nssible at the present time the school 
eslablished here.

A large, -juniiy room on the ground 


flour of the High School is given over 
to these children, and it is furnished in 
a bright, attractive manner with grow- 
ing plants and many things of Interest 
from which object 
lessons 
can 
be 


taught. In fact, there seems to be al- 


most everything there, from picture3 
and plaster casts down to a work- 
bench 
and a 
miniature 
postoffice. 


Everything carries Its lesson, and it is 
wonderful to note how the children's 
eyes follow the teacher's every move- 
ment. 


Miss Morgan has nn able assistant 


in Miss Mineher of this city, who is 
training in the work. 
The parents of 


the pupils have 
formed 
themselves 


into what is known a;* me "Parent's 
Association," and they pay Miss Min- 
cher's salary, as well as tht cost of 
any materials needed in the work, al- 
though the bulk of the furniture in 
tho room is the private property of 
Miss Morgan. 


The method pursued by Miss Mor- 


gan is interesting in the extreme. She 
has eig-ht pupils enrolled, ranging in 
age all the way from five to fifteen, 
and to look at their bright, 
sunny 


faces, one would never dream for an 
instant that their owners 
were for- 


ever siiut o!T from the pleasures of 
.sound. 
As with the blina, the sense 


cf smell and touch is very keenly de- 
veioped in these children, and 
it 
is 


largely through the latter means that 
they are taught to speak. For 
in- 


stance, in talking- certain vibrations 
of the vocal chords are made, so when 
it is desired to teach one o£ the pupils 
.to utter a hitherto unknown -word or 
sentence the teacher takes his hand 
in her's, and presses it against her 


******** ********** 


throat while speaking; then in turn 
the hand is placed on the throat of the 
child while he "makes an effort to pro- 
nounce the same word 
or sentence. 


This act is repeated many times until 
the child has it perfectly. Nasal sounds 
are taught by holding- the tiny hands 
cgainst the nose for a brief second, 
and the 'aspirates are fixed in memory 
by the breath blown across the tiny 
lingers during- the act 
of 
speaking. 


Considering the disadvantages under 
which they labor, it is almost miracu- 
lous how quickly these children grasp 
ideas. 


They are also taught to read, wr.'te 


and spell. 
It is quite a time before 


they can distinguish the letters of the 
alphabet by name, — they get form first. 
For instance, the letters are of: paste- 
board, about an inch in length. 
The 


very first word given is "up." The 
letters are put together, and the pupils 
are taught to rise, thus suiting action 
to the word. 
"Papa" and "mamma" 


come next, and after that invariably 
the sentence "I love you." As soon as 
the latter sentence passes the lips of 
Miss Morgan, the little pupils show that 
they. thoroughly understand its mean- 
ing by almost flying to her and throw- 
ing their arms around her in a lov- 
ing caress. So it is with every word 
learned, and much ingenuity is used 
on the part of the teacher to illustrate 
her meaning when it is not inmiedi- 
ately grasped by the pupils. In cer-

tain respects one is reminded of the 
children in the 
kindergartens 
while 


engaged in their motion plays and 
songs. 


Much of the success of a teach»r de- 


pends upon her knowledge of the per- 
sonal habits and characteristics of the 
pupils in her care, and Miss Morgan 
takes a deep interest in every one 
who has the good fortune to be with 
her. 
She visits them in their homes 


and finds out all about their manner, 
of life, and if -her. school work can be 
supplemented by the co-operation of 
parents and friends the progress of 
the children is very much more rapid 


The younger a child is the better 


for educational purposes, claims Miss 
Morgan. She prefers them before they 
have ceased making their baby noises 
—even as young as two years and a 
half—before they begin to realise that 
they have relapsed into silent beings, 
they hav relapsed into silent beings, 
for after that period the dormant facul- 
ties have to be re-awakened, and it is 
like commencing all over again. 


The work rekquires infinite care and 


patience, and should never be under- 
taken by any one simply as a means 
to an end. It should be the work of a 
life-time, for although' there are cer- 
tain fixed id-^as and lines 
to 
work 


upon, experience is the greatest factor 
toward successful development o"f the 
child natures, 
i 


To welch Miss Morgan 
and 
her 


children go through their physical ex- 
ercises is quite a treat. 
They form 


themslves into lines, facing her, and 
obey her instructions with the greatest 
alacrity and apparent enjoyment. 
At 


its conclusion she says "Now let us 
all take a drink of air," at the same 
time forming her hand into a cup, and 
apparently filling it. This she raises 
to her lips rnd takes a deep draught, 
filling the lungs to their utmost capac- 
ity. The children followsiut and explain 
how they feel Its 
effect 
throughout 


their whole bodies. 


Thanksgiving Day brought its lesson 


to the elder pupils, and the blackbords 
were covered with 
illustrations 
and 


stories relating to that event. 
The 


Mayflower was depicted buffeting the 
waves—there were pictures of Ply- 
mouth Rock—ears of corn—a warlike 
looking Indian, and everything relat- 
ing to the event which could awaken 
interest therein. 


A source of great joy to the tiny 


tots is a doll, together with its bed and 
proper 
clothing 
therefor. 
Through 


this means they are taught the names 
of their own wearing apparel, and the 
names of articles required to dress a. 
bed. To begin with a quantity of white 
muslin was brought out, measured, cut 
into sheets and pillow cases, and tho 
children were then told it must be 
"sewed": after that the bed was made, 
a tiny blanket covering the sheets, and 
Miss dolly srugly tucked therein. 


There is always a little good-natured 


n'valry as to who should rock her to 
sleep, but something equally attractive 
soon gains their attention. 


It almost seems an impossibility, but 


it is a fact that these children, unable, 
as they are, to hear a single sound, 
sing, but such is the fact. 
They sing1 


and curry the air correctly, with voices 
averaging quite as musical as those 
possessed by children in public schools 
anywhere. 


The idea of oral instruction for the 


deaf has been slowly evolved in this 
country, in 
contradistintcion to" the. 


6ignrlaguage method so 
universally 


used. 


Nearly all the large cities in the East • 
have established schools for the oral 
instruction of the deaf, but as usually 
the 
co.se 
in 
mattc.-s 
educational, 


M&ssachussetts took the lead, and tile 
first big school for that purpose v,rns 
established there. 


An interesting fact may be mentioned 


in this connection. 
As all the world 


knows, the wife of the famous Dr. 
Bell is entirely deaf. She was formerly 
a. Miss Hubbard of Washington, D. C., 
and when, as a 
child, she became 


afflicted, her parents could not endure 
the thought that this loved daughter 
should go through the world speech- 
less. 
So, although knowing nothing 


about the oral method, which was then, 
beginning to make its way in Europe, 
they set themselves the task of teach- 
ing the child to talk, and by dint of 
constant application and the greatest 
care, succeeded. 
This fact, of course, 


lead them to take the deepest interest 
in other children similarly 
afflicted, 


and it was through the agency of Dr. 
Bell himself that the first school for 
oral instruction was established in 
the United States. 


The action of the present Board of 


Education in thus establishing a school 
here, cannot be too highly commended, 
for the advantages of training these 
children to talk and be able to com- 
municate their id^as to the world at 
large, is so obvious to need more than 
passing mention.

She is 74 now, but hale and vigorous, 


keen oC mind, indomitable of wi'll, con- 
fident of the world's progress toward 
spiritual 
'heights and of the ultimate 


reign 6t altruism, justice and love. 


Mrs. 
McWhirter was a Tennessee 


girl and a devout Methodist. She mar- 
ried a Tennessee man and moved to 
Texas, 
where, years later, Mr. Mc- 


Whirter died. 


It was in this little Texas toivn that, 


after a revival meeting, Mrs. McWhir- 
ter received what she. beOieved to be a 
direct .call to the service of God, but 
the call, though sounded in a Metho- 
dist revival meeting, led her directly 
away from the church and prompted 
iig- to the beginning- of her protest 
against sectarianism. 


This protest took form in a women's 


prayer meeting which met 
at 
the 


houses .of its: members and wlhich rap- 
idly became a hot bed for radical.and 
hi'tc-rodox theories that se't the church., 
people by the ears. 
... 


The members who comprised Meth- 


odists, 
Baiptists, 
Presbyterians and 


Carnpbellites, searched the Scriptures, 
under the leadership o£ 
Mrs. Mc- 


Whirter, and found there things that 


made orthodox 'hair stand on end. The 
little matter of a women's prayer meet- 
ing- kindled such a fire -that the w'hole 
town blazed with it. 


There 
were only twelve women in 


the band and they were all women of 
the 'highest social standing, but the 
prayer 
meeting; was .too radical for 


Texas society, even though it had so- 
cial 
prestige 
at 
its back. Every 


churdh began trials fc>r heresy. 


Never was another small town so 


rent asunder. Never did gossips have 
such unbridled scope for their trade. 


Twelve women stoutly testified 
to 


the light that was in them—or to 
the light that was in Mrs. McWnirter, 
and were turned out of their respect- 
ive e'hiunehes; but the women's pray- 
er meeting pursued the somewhat er- 
ratic teinoir io-f its way. 


Having defied public opinion and found 


that not even a small section of 'the sky 
fell, the devoted band began to. broaden 
their heterodox horizon and search do- 
mestic traditions as well as the Scrip- 
tures. The great common domestic griev- 
ance hinged 
-upon jthe.. woman's share 


problem.. -. 


These progressive women could see no 


reason why a matrimonial alliance wasn't 
a co-partnership. 
They . were working 


hard to increase the assets of the firm, 
and they considered it unjust for the man : 


How She

to pocket all revenue and dole out to the 
woman only the amount 'that suited his 
wh 1m. 


The woman's prayer-meeting-, in a body, 


agreed to protest. There had already 
been considerable domestic trouble. The 
husbands had not' taken kindly to the 
heterodox theories and had winced under 
the heresy trials, and had openly object- 
ed when the mothers, believing it wrong 
to leave their children under the old 
influences, 
took them 
out of 
Sunday- 


School and started a juvenile annex to 
the prayer meeting. 


When .B-.e. question 'of family exchequer 


came up -the men like B'rer Rabbit "riz" 
up on. their behime legs an' yelled 'wa- 
hoo.' " They cut off the source of sup- 
piles altogether, under the mistaken im- 
pression that stopping pin money would 
smother the incipient conflagration. 


Evidently the masculine intellect did 


not yet understand -the temper of the wo- 
man's prayer meeting band. The women 
went to work to earn their own pocket 
money. 


Mrs. 
McWhirter. who 1s a born business 


woman and financier, acted as counselor 
in ordinary and set an excellent example 
by working like a Trojan herself. Some 
of the women raised chickens and sold 
eggs and poultry. Others took In wash- 
ing. 


One woman started 
a boarding-house 


and made such a. howling success of it 
that the women leased a hotel and ran it 
most profitably. 
Every dollar made by 


any of the women went into the common 
treasury. 


Out of this 
common fund 
came the 


money to start the hotel. Out of the com- 
mon fund, too, came the money to buy 
cows and start a trade in dairy produce, 
to install a steam laundry plant and es- 
tablish a thriving laundry business, to iu- 
A-est in real estate. 


Every thing the women touched 
pros- 


pered. They were tremendously in earn- 
est, 
passionately 
conscientious, 
inrle- 


fatlgably industrious. They lived simple, 
honest, God-fearing, hard-working lives, 
and even the critics who disapproved of 
them respected them. 


Just what -the husbands thought of the 


failure of their disciplinary measures no 
one knows. Their opinion of Mrs, Mc- 
Whirter would probably not be fit for 
publication. 


Naturally, domestic misunderstandings 


increased. The women had proved them- 
selves independent. Their spiritual con- 
victions led them to a belief in celibacy. 


Probably masculine resentment of 
the 


independence aided in strengthening the 
spiritual conviction. 


The end" was plain from the beginning. 


In course of time the women, whose num- 
bers had increased, formally separated 
from their husbands and embarked upon 
a communal life. They- had, after long 
years of unremitting labor, gathered to- 
gether a very respectable fortune; and, 
since the income from that fortune would 
assure -them a comfortable living, "hey 
decided to give up business and settle 
down to the enjoyment ot the fruits of 
their labor. 


Washington attracted 
them, and they 


bought a roomy, comfortable house, with 
a large garden, in one of Washington's 
most attractive suburbs. There the com- 
monwealth now flourishes. The property 
is worth SoO.OiW. 


The house is furnished plainly and with 


no pretense of luxury or elaboration. The 
furniture is good, substantial, but severe. 
Cleanliness is a religion and the house- 
keeping is a marvel. 


There is no asceticism in the life, The 


food is good and abundant. The members 
are bound by no hard and fast rules, but' 
are free to come and go within any ra- 
tional limits. They may wear what they 
please, so long as their choice is simple 
and. unostentatious. 


Music, lectures, travel are all a part of 


their life. Save for the item of celibacy, 
their life is the same normal life of any 
simple-hearted, 
conscientious 
woman, 


who is keenly attuned to spiritual issues. 
Sectarianism is unknown 
in the com- 


munity, but the atmosphere is religious 
and heavy stress is laid upon the spiritual

life. • 


Naturally the views of the women nro 


still unorthodox, yet in this day and gen- 
eration their unorthodoxy is mild corn- 
pared with that expounded by many an 
ordained minister in good and 
regular 


standing, and the women's prayer mcet- 
Inff would probably not raise even a rippla 
in an up-to-date town 


Thclr views on matrimony might still 


rouse opposition, but, whatever one may 
think of their belief in celibacy, one must 
admire the courage and ability of the pio- 
neers in the movement. 


Tnere are twenty-four members- now, 


and it would be hard to find twenty-four 
women more'contented, happy and spir- 
itually minded. There is no other corn- 
munity of women in the world at all re- 
sembling this one, and to all material and 
spiritual intents and purposes the com- 
raonwealth is apparently a success.—New 
York Sun. 


Iowa numbers upward of 220 women's 


clubs, with a membership of individuals 
counting over 8,000. 
In the number of 


clubs Iowa is a leader, although, as her 
clubs are small, the aggregate is noth- 
ing 
Compared to Massachusetts with 


22,000, New York with 30,000, and Illinois 
with 20,060 memberships;" but all the lat- 
ter have clubs which boast memberships 


Of from 200 to 1,000 each. 


Iowa, however, does not adopt the Mas- 


sachusetts fashion of holding four or live 
conventions a year, nor New York's of 
meeting once a year for three days. On 
the contrary, the Ioa-a women hold a big 
convention 
biennially, 
with

meetings of the Kxecutlve Board and 
committees for active work.

dependent mainly upon one anatomical 
character, viz., the length of the vocal 
chords. This prime character is support- 
ed and re-enforced by a number of sub- 
sidiary qualities, but it constitutes in it- 
self the indisputable claim which women 
have to superority over men as telephon- 
ists. 


The vocal chords of a woman are con- 


siderably shorter than those of a man. 
As a result the voice has a higher pitch. 
The telephone diaphragm responds more 
accurately to the higher pitched voice, the 
magnetic disturbances are more 
rapid, 


and, 
therefore, more potent, and the cur- 


rents transmitted to the remote station 
lose less in transmission. 
Until some 


method is devised for equalizing the value 
ol the sonorous waves set 
up by the 


longer, slower vibrating chords of men. 
and the shorter, more rapidly vibrating 
chords of women, this primary character 
renders women's position secure in the 
profession of telephonist. 


But there are other less important char- 


acteristics which aid in securing her su- 
premacy. 
If you listen to an average 


woman speaking, and compare her with 
an average man of her own class, you 
will notice the following among other 
things: Her enunciation of the words is 
better. There is a lesser tendency to cut 
the ends o£ words, or to drop the voice 
and mumble the terminations, than is 
displayed by her male companion. Her 


choice of words, too, is better, and there 
is a natural purity of diction that is dis- 
tinctive. She will use a. larger percentage 
of the short, crisp, homely Anglo-Saxon 
words, and show an avoidance of ab- 
stract, 
Latin-derived 
words. All 
this 


helps in conversation upon a telephone. 


In telephone exchanges, too, the ner- 


vous organization of women helps them. 
They are more patient (let telephone sub- 
scribers say what they will.'), and less 
likely to suffer from prolonged, monot- 
onous work. They are not so readily re- 
spclislvc to the effects of nervous strain. 
Perhaps it would be better to say they do 
not feel a nervous strain under circum- 
stances where the more highly strung 
male becomes nervous and restlva. 


These are a few of the causes that con- 


tribute to the superiority of women as 
telephonists, and it will be obvious that 
they are not likely to be ousted unless 
some new and important modification of 
the telephone is invented. 


The Postal Union has in It forty-seven 


administrations, and 
of this number 


thirty-five employ women as telephonists. 
In addition to this, all the large telephone 
companies in Europe and America employ 
women.—London Mail.1

Agriculture for the next fiscal year ag- 
gregate $4.789,540. 


This is against $3,862,420 for the cur- 


rent fiscal year, showing- an increase o-f 
almost one 
million "''dollars 
for next 


year. This includes $10,000 for silk in- 
vestigation, which 
is to 
be 
entered 


upon for the first time. It is to enable 
the Department to experiment, collect 
and disseminate information relating to 
silk culture in this country. 


The total for the Weather Bureau, 


as submitted by Chief Moore, and in- 
cluded in Secretary Wilson's estimates 
for Congress, is $1,218,050, an increase o-f 
3169,700. There is an increase of $113,050 
in salaries and of $58,000 for vegetable 
pathological work. The total estimates 
for forestry work are $260,180, an in- 
crease of $113,900, and for soil investi- 
gation, S173.000, an increase of ?S2,000.
